But  is  Beaten,  39-0. 


On  Saturday,  October  24,  Warsaw  with  a  team  that  had  already 
played  several  games,  beat  Goshen  in  the  first  game  of  the  sea- 
son by  the  score  of  39-0.  The  Goshen  men  fought  hard  through 
every  minute  of  play,  but,  weakened  by  the  injuries  of  several  of 
their  mainstays,  the  experience  and  team-play  of  the  Warsaw  men 
overcame  them. 

For  Goshen,  Juday,  Landis,  and  Pease  played  a  very  good 
game,  and  for  Warsaw  Melick  starred.  Every  Goshen  man  went 
into  it  with  all  his  strength,  and  the  new  men  showed  up  well.
